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FOREWORD 


The "History of Braintree, Vermont," by H. Royce Fass, published in 
1883, includes accounts of many of the early settlers coming to Braintree 
after the Revolutionary War. One of the earliest of these was the family of 
Deacon Isaac Nichols of Royalton, Massachusetts, who came in 1786. The 
Braintree history gives an interesting account of the Nichols families and 
contains also the vital records of three Nichols generations from Deacon Isaac. 

The present record starts with the grandson of Deacon Isaac, George 
Washington Nichols, and his wife Deborah Hobart, and includes all of their 
descendants in so far as it has been possible to trace them. In most branches 
of the family the lines have been brought down through five generations from 
George and Deborah, with the dates of births, marriages and deaths, and the 
places where these events occurred, Wives and husbands of descendants are 
also included. A few gaps in the record remain, but most lines are complete 
up to the time the last reports were received. It is hoped that the names, 
dates and places will be found accurate; if inaccuracies are noted, the com- 
piler would appreciate having them brought to his attention. 


This record of the descendants of George and Deborah Nichols was 
planned originally as an appendix to "The Ancestry of George Washington Nichois 
and Deborah Hobart," a project the compiler has been working on for many years. 
Pending its completion, however, it has seemed desirable to issue this record 
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of "descendants" te a us AO 
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The writer is well aware that the vital records of distant cousins may 
not be of great interest, but it is hoped that within the various family 
groups, the assembly of data as to names, dates and places will serve a useful 
purpose as a family record, especially in those families where the family 
Bible is no longer used as a repository for this very elusive kind of infor- 
mation. 


The family sketches which precede the records are, unfortunately in 
most cases, lacking in the huwaan interest revelations which would make for 
any real understanding of the people concerned, It has becn too late to 
obtain much first-hand information about them, and the documentary material 
available to the compiler has been very meager. It is hoped, however, that 
the sketches do provide some information about the Nichols families which will 
prove of interest. 


In the assembly of the vital records, the compiler has had the active 
cooperation of many wembers of the Nichols families, without whose help this 
overel) record would have been impossible. Grateful acknowledgement of the 
help of all participants is hereby extended, Special mention of some who were 
especially helpfui is made in the sketches which follow. 


GECRGE WASHINGTON NICHOLS AND DEBORAH HOBART 


George Washington Nichols was the grandson of Deacon Isaac Nichols 
who was born in Sutton, Mass., and who came from Royalton to Braintree in the 
year 1786 and built a log cabin on \uaker Hill. He was one of the first 
settlers, was the first Representative of the town and was one of the first 
two deacons of the Congregational. church. He is buried in the old cemetery 
on Quaker Hill beside his wife Lorcas Sibley who lived to be "104 years, 10 
months and 20 days of age." Deacon Isaac was fourth in line of descent from 
William Nichols who came from England to Salem in 1637. 


: The parents of George Washington Nichols were Capt. Isaac Nichols 
and Hannah White. Capt. Isaac came to'Eraintree after service in the Revolu- 
tion and purchased a farm on Quaker Hill. Hannah White was a native of 
Randolph, Mass, the daughter of Micah White who was descended from Thomas 
White who came from England to Weymouth, Mass., before 1630. Capt. Isaac and 
his wife Hannah are buried in the old Quaker Hill cemetery near the graves of 

his parents, 


George Washington Nichols was born in Braintree, Vermont, April 29, 
1795. He spent his early years on the Braintree farm and continued to live 
there for fourteen years after his marriage on March 21, 1819, to Deborah 
Hobart of the neighboring town of Randolph. Deborah was the daughter of 
John Hobart and Deborah White who were originally from Braintree, Mass. The 
Hobarts were descended from Edmund Hobart who came from Hingham, England; to 
Hingham, Mass.,in 1635, Deborah White was descended from the same Thomas 
White of Weymouth mentioned above. 


The first five Nichols children were born on the farm in braintree, 
Vermont: Caroline, George, Warren, Martha and Mary. The five younger 
children, Harriet, Sarah, Isaac, Henry and mma, were born on the farm near 
Randolph, Verment, where the family had woved in 1833 to be closer to good 
schools. In June i845 the family moved to braintree, Mass., Deborah's birth- 
place avd early home, and four years later to South Weymouth, Mass., where 
they lived for about six years. It was during this period that four of the 
Nichols girls met their future husbands, And it is of interest that three of 
these men, Prince Tirrell, Josephus Shaw, and John Cushing, had recently 
veturned from the gold fields in California, 


One doesn't know all the reasons why George and Deborah decided to 
go west, but it seems a rather logical move for one of George's apparently 
restless nature. The western migration was at its height. Unnumbered 
thousands in the east were heading for this new "lard of opportunity" in the 
middle west. Many of their friends and relatives had already gone or were 
about to go; and with five of their daughters getting married the family was 
cui dowr to mobile proportions. The psycholegical time for the move appar- 
entiy bad arrived. <a ON 
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The logical place to go was River Falls, Wisconsin, a town lying in 
the beautiful Kinnikinnick Valley not far from St, Paul. Friends from Erain- 
tree, Vermont, end from South Weymouth had already settled there and had sent 
back glowing reports. Moreover, their daughter Martha, who had recently 
married Alexander Creelman, had gone there to live. 
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The Nichols family now included only George and Deborah and the 
three youngest children, Isaac,17, Henry 14 and Emma,12. They arrived in 
River Falls in the summer of 1855. George bought a farm a few miles south- 
east of the town and they lived there for about twelve years. At the out- 
break of the Civil War, both Isaac and Henry volunteered for service in the 
Union Army. Isaac was never to return and Henry was away for nearly six 
years, Shortly after he reached home the family moved to River Falls. 


Deborah died on May 15, 1874, after a long illness. For years 
before her death a stroke had deprived her of the power of articulation and 
subsequent strokes had partially paralyzed her body, Raising ten children 
under the rugged conditions on a pioneer farm must have taken its toll. It 
seems amazing that she lived to the age of 75. Up to the time of her illness 
she had been "very active and a splendid worker and planner," "most energetic 
and capable." Cne feels that much could be said about the Hobart traits of 
mind and character embodied in this small blue-eyed mother of the Nichols 
clan. 
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George was a farmer most of his life, owning farms in Vermont, 
Massachusetts and Wisconsin, but he evidently had many other interests. He 
was mechanically minded and invented a considerable number of mechanical 
devices. In the "History of Braintree" he is given credit for the invention 
of the "traverse sied" and all his life he was busy developing various other 
inventions. While in Vermont, he made many trips to Boston with produce to 
be traded for "boughten ened aca He evidently enjoyed these trips, judging 
by their frequency and the reputation he acquired of being a "born trader," 
He appears to have dealt in horses, cattle and land, and probably anything 
else that came to hand. 


George is remembered also for his musical abilities. He played the 
bass viol, the cello and various other instruments, He had a fine singing 
voice and was active in organizing and leading group singing. His weekly 
"sings" were widely known. 


For the last five years of his life, George lived with his daughter 
Martha Creelman in Minneapolis, and died in her home September 4, 1888, at 
the age of 93. He is buried in River Falls beside his wife Deborah. 
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THE S&CCND GENERATION CF THE NICHOLS FAMILY 


All the children of George and Veborah moved west with the 
exception of Sarah who married Prince Tirrell and Harrist who married 
Josephus Shaw. However, in spite of the distances separating them from 
those remaining in the east and from each other in the west, interest in 
each other's welfare was kept alive for years. 


Clara Vincent Nelson, Caroline's granddaughter, writes that 
"the Nichols children must have been bound together by strong family 
ties, for even though they were widely separated geographically and were 
living in different enviroments, their interest in each other continued 
through the years, They kept close track of each other's activities and et ety 
were anxious to learn of the births and marriages of the nieces and 
nephews, and were much concerred about their welfare. There was always 
this warm family feeling of love and loyalty." 


If it were at all possible, it would be interesting to try to 
picture the Nichols family as a whole, to indicate how the various mem- 
bers differed from each other and in what ways they were alike. One 
knows that some were tall like their father and that some were short like 
their mother, that some had George's light blue eyes and that others had 
the darker blue of Deborah's, that scme tended to be gay and vivacious 
while others were more quiet and sedate. but they all evidently possessed 
qualities which made them well liked wherever they went. The writer 
regrets he is unable to describe them more fully. 


Clara Nelson has the following to say about them: "In apprais- 
ing the Nichols character, it would seem that courage and integrity were 
traits they all shared. Every one of them at one time or ancther (some 
more than others) had crises in his life which called for courage, and 
of each it can be said that he rose above it and carried on, And we 
know that honesty and adherence to high moral values were strong in all 
of then." 


She writes further: "Let us hope that from the New England 
background of the Nichols and Hobart families, some of the culture and 
sense of values of those earlier days will be found in the Nichols 
descendants. And also that some of the innate Nichols qualities of 
loyalty, courage and integrity will have been handed down to the present 
generations and will persist in the generations to come." 


The historical sketches which follow are arranged in the order 
of birth of the ten Nichols sons and daughters, from Caroline to Huma, 
The Roman numerals used to indicate the order are basic to the numbering 
system adopted in the Record to identify the different generations of 
Nichols descendants, 


The Nichols family: I. Caroline, II. George, III. Warren, 
IV. Martha, V. Mary, VI. Harriet, VII. Sarah, VIII, Isaac, IX. Henry, 
X. Fnma. . ; 
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I, Caroline Elizabeth Nichols and Lewis Richardson 


Caroline, the eldest of the Nichols children, was born in 
Braintree, Vermont, March 10, 1821. While still a young girl she went 
to live in Eraintree, Mass., with her mother's brother John Hobart, whose 
wife had just died, leaving him with several small children to be cared 
for. Caroline joined the Braintree Congregational church of which the 
Rev. Richard S, Storrs was pastor; and she lived for a time in his home 
as a member of the family while attending the Braintree schools. 


It was in the Storrs home that Caroline married Lewis Richardson 
of the neighboring town cf Randolph, on October.10, 1949. Lewis, a native 
of Pownal, Maine, was descended from, William Pichardson who came from 
England to Newberry, Mass., in 1640. 


Caroline and Lewis lived in Randolph for the better part of two 
years and their first child was born there. Then,catching the western 
fever, they decided to move to Wisconsin where Hobart cousins and friends 
had taken up land in the central part of that state. They settled on a 
farm in the town of Marion, a few miles west of Wautoma, Wisconsin. Six 
children were born on the farm during the next fifteen years. 
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Lewis served in the Union Army for nearly two years and at the 
close of the Wary the family moved to the nearby town of Berlin to take 
advantage of the public schools. Deacon Richardson, as he was always 
known, died in Berlin on May 27, 1897. Caroline then went to live with 
her daughters Harriet Parsons and Helen Vineent in Roberts, Wisconsin, 
where she died October 4, 1908 in her 89th year. 


Caroline had a deep religious faith which found expression in 
her belief in the goodness of her fellow men. She always saw the best in 
those about her and never criticized her friends. Moreover, she was en- 
dowed with a sense of humor - "her chuckle was ever ready and most 
infectious," - she was a delightful person and everyone loved her, To 
the writer, her grandson, she was the salt of the earth. 


Henry Richardson, the son of Caroline and Lewis, after gradu- 
ating from the University of Wisconsin and the Yale Divinity School, was 
for some eleven years pastor of the Congregational church in Ripon, 
Wisconsin. Alfred Richardson when a young man lived for a number of years 
in the home of the Prince Tirrelis in South Weymouth, Mass., and went from 
there to California in 1888. The families in Roberts moved to Palermo, 
California, and later to Washington State. 


Clara Vincent Nelson, Caroline's granddaughter, now living in 
Yakima, Washington, has given the writer much information about the 
Nichols families and a new appreciation of the Nichols character. She 
remembers most of the Nichols children and is a most enthusiastic member 
of the Nichols clan, The writer is greatly indebted to her, Without 
her help these sketches probably would never have been written. 


ry II, George Hobart Nichols 


George, the oldest son of George and Deborah, was born in 
Braintree, Vermont, May 18, 1823, He left the home in Rardclph at an 
early age and became interested in the manufacture of reed organs. 
Young George seems to have inherited his father's gift for music. He 
began the manufacture of organs in Montpelier, Vermont,about the year 
1848, later expanding the business to include pipe organs and other 
musical instruments. His business card in Montpelier read "G.H. NICHCLS, 
Manufacturer of ClUFCH and PARLOR CRGANS, Seraphines, Aeoleons and 
Melodeons."

In 1647 George married Eenjamine Sdgarton of Randolph, Vermont, 
a "very accomplished young woman" who wrote for the popular magazines : 
of the day. She died in 1849 and George married Sarah Cadwell of 
hontpelier, 


Partly because cf failing health, George decided to give up 
the business in Montpelier ard go west. In 1856 he and his wife Sarah 
settled in Prescott, Wisconsin, a few miles from River Falls where his 
parents had come the year befcre. In 1862 he volunteered to serve in 
the Union Army and was bugler for the Second Wisconsin Cavalry, cut ke 
was discharged after seven months because of ill health. 


He reestablished his organ business in Frescott, concentrating 
lan on the manufacture of the reed organ, which was then in great demand, 

. 2 The "Nichols Parlor Organ" became widely known and in 1879 he moved the 
factory to Minneapolis, His wife Sarah died there in 1885 and some time 
later he sold the business and retired to Prescott. "Machine manufacture 
was making hand-built organs unprofitable,"

Back in Frescott, George evidently enjoyed his retirement, as 
! he had many interests. He went in for bee culture; and the raising of 
grapes was one of his special interests. He was an early advocate of 
soil conservation, and prospected for diamonds with some success. 


He was a 32nd degree Mason and founder of the Prescott Masonic 
lodge. "Masonry meant much to him, It was his religion." During his 
later years he wintered in Ladeville, Alabama,and spent his summers in 
Prescott, He died in 1912 at the age of 89. 


Clara helson, his grandniece, writes: "Uncle George was musical 
and mechanically minded like his father, short in stature like his sister 
Martha, quiet and serene like his sister Caroline." The writer remembers 
him as a most interesting and charming old gentleman. 
} 
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TII. Joseph Warren Nichols 


Joseph Warren, or Warren as he was generally called, was torn 
on the Eraintree, Vermont,farm December 24, 125. He was eight when the 


family moved to Randolph where he received most of his education. Shortly 


after the family came to Eraintree, Mass., in 1845 he became associated 
with his brother George in the manufacture of organs and appears to have 
been with him when he started his organ business in Montpelier in 1&48. 
but evidently the work didn't agree with him as he began to have trouble 
with his lungs, brought on, it was said, by inhaling "dust, filings." .He 
died October 28, 1850, when 25 years of age, and is buried in braintree, 
Mass.

IV. Martha Jane Nichols and Alexander A,. Creelman 


Martha, the fourth child of George and Deborah, was born on 
the Braintree, Vermont,farm, September 22, 1828, and was twenty-one when 
the family reached South Weymouth in 1649. She met Alexander Creelman 
while visiting in the neighboring town of Randolph and married him there 
on Christmas Day, 1851, Alexander was a native of Nova Scotia, The 
Creelmans moved to River Falls, Wisconsin,some time before November; 1254 
the month their second daughter, Abbie, was born; the second child born 
in River Falls. ; 


After Alexander's death in 1868, Martha moved to Minneapolis 
and conducted a home bakery there: for many years. In 1€86 soon after 
the death of her father who had teen living in her home, she moved to 
Saginaw, Michigan, to be with her only surviving child Abbie who had 
married Hiram Strong of Lockport, N.Y¥.,; some years before. She died in 
1891 in Braintree, Mass., where she "had gone to help take care of her 
sister Harriet's son, Elliot Shaw." 


Martha is remembered as being "jolly, lively, energetic, of a 
"cheerful, happy nature," "little and round," "courageous." 


NOTE: The writer has made quite a number of unsuccessful attempts to 
find out what became of Abbie Strong's daughter, Clara. She married a 
David Page and lived in Saginaw, Michigan, but whether they had any 
children is not.known to the writer. The Strongs adopted a boy Harry 

who in turn had a son Harry who was living as late as 1940 in Ventnor, 
New Jersey, but who later moved to California. The writer would appreci- 
ate receiving any further information the reader may have as to either 
Mrs. David Page or Harry Strong. 
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V. Mary Deborah Nichols and John Cushing 
OAT YUSHING 


Mary Deborah was born in Braintree, Vermont, June 12, 1831. 
She went to school in Randolph, Vermont) and later in Braintree, Mass., 
the early home of her mother, She was 18 when the Nichols family moved 
to South \eymouth, where she married John Cushing of the nearby town cf 
Randolph, Mass., April £5, 1855, a few months before her parents left 
for Wisconsin, 

John Cushing, the youngest son of Asa and Sarah Cushing of 
Randolph, was descended from Matthew Cushing who came from Hingham, 
England,to Hingham, Mass.,in 1638. "Kefore his marriage he and his 
brother, together with a number of¢other young men, had gone by way of 
the Isthmus of Panama to the gold fields of California." On his return 
home, he resumed the making of shoes in Randolph and continued to live 
there with his wife for seven years after their marriage, Their first 
four children were born in Randolph, 

In the year 1862, in order to be with his father Asa Cushing 
who had gone west and was not well, John and Mary and the four small 
children went to Farmington, Illincis, A few years later they all moved 
north to River Falls, where Asa Cushing died and is buried. The next 
move was to Owatonna, Minn., and then in the late fall of 1868 the family 
went by ox-team to a homestead in Faribault County near Clayton, Minn, 
John and Mary Cushing lived on the farm for 24 years, They retired in 
1892 and moved to Wells, Minn., where John died the following year and 
Mary three years later. The writer knows very little about them but a 
member of the family once told him that "Mary was very thrifty, the 
manager of the family" and that "John was a good man, a great talker." 
At the time of his death the press stated that "Mr, Cushing was endowed 
with more than the ordinary amount of intellect. He was a deep and 
original thinker. He lived a useful and blameless life and was always 
on good terms with his neighbors," 


The various branches of the very numerous Cushing family con- 
tinued to move westward. While most of the Reeds did stay in Minnesota, 
the Hakers went to Montana, the John A. Cushings to Nebraska and the 
Taylor and Clliphant families to Oregon. Edith Cushing also went to 
Oregon where she lived with her sister Rose in Lafayette where she died 
in 1939. Shortly before her death she sent the compiler much of the 
above information and much of the Cushing record appearing on later 
Pages. Minnie Olliphant Murray did a particularly thorough job in the 
assembly of the records for the later generations of the Cushing 
families, 
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VI, Harriet Ann Judson Nichols and Josephus Shaw 


Harriet was born in Randolph, Vermont, October 1, 1833, a few 
months after the Nichols family had moved there from the farm in HBrain- 
tree. She was sixteen when the family reached South Weymouth, Harriet 
didn't go with her parents when they went west in 1855 as she was planning 
to get married that fall to Josephus Shaw of South Weymouth, Mass. 


Josephus was the son of Warren Shaw and Nancy Thomas of 
Weymouth, the Shaws being descended from Abraham Shaw who came from 
England to Watertown in 1636, Prior to their marriage in October of 
1855, Josephus "had gone to California with the Forty-niners and had 
brought back enough gold to start ih business." He engaged in the manu- 
facture of shoes and eventually had shoe factories in Boston and half a 
dozen other Massachusetts and New Hampshire communities. 


Shortly after their marriage they moved to Braintree, Mass., 
where they joined the Congregational Church under Rev, kh. 5S. Storrs. 
Harriet was a teacher in the Sunday School and active in home missionary 
work, "She never turned away a beggar." "They both were public spirited 
and had a lot of friends." Josephus died in a railroad accident near 
Haverhill, Mass.;in 1888 when he was 56 years old. He is buried in the 
Mt. Wollaston cemetery in Quincy beside his wife Harriet, who died in 
1902. 


Willie Herbert Shaw, the oldest son, was for some years a 
missionary in North China, and while in the Far East he lost both his 
wife and their infant son. He married again and had a number of children. 
While most of his family is now widely scattered, his daughters Harriet 
Hanks and Mary Lynch are relatively close neighbors in Nebraska. The 
other children of Josephus Shaw remained in the East until Sarah Shaw 
Gould and Annie Shaw moved to Pasadena, : 


Quite a few members of the Shaw clan have contributed infor- 
mation about their families and their help has been appreciated. 
Gladys Shaw has been particularly helpful in the assembly of data about 
the family as a whole. 


VII, Sarah Rebecca Nichols and Prince Henry Tirrell 


Sarah Febecca, born March 22, 1836,in Nandolph, Vermont, was 
thirteen when her parents came to South Weymouth, Mass., where she was to 
spend most of her life. Six years later when her parents started for 
the west Sarah decided to remain in the east. There were probably a 
number of reasons for this. Her sister Mary Deborah had just married 
John Cushing and was living in the nearby town of handolph. Her sister 
Harriet was’ going to marry Josephus Shaw that fall and live in South 
Weymouth. Also, she was interested in more schooling and wanted to 
teach in Vermont (which she did). But possibly her real reason for not 
going with her parents was the return of Prince Tirrell from California, 
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Prince is supposed to have seen Sarah Nichols for the first 
time in church, "a seventeen year old girl with laughing tlue eyes." 
Later he and Josephus Shaw used to attend the weckly "sings" at the 
Nichols home in South Weymouth, where they must have seen at least four 
of the Nichols girls. Prince and Sarah were married February epalG59, by 
the Rev. Dr. Storrs in Braintree, 


Prince Henry Tirrell was the son of Cyrus Tirrell, sixth in 
line of descent from William Tirrell of Boston. At the age of twenty, 
Prince went to California by way of Panama, crossing the Isthmus by mule- 
back and dugout. He contracted yellow fever, prospered in the gold fields 
and returned to South Weymouth two years later, In 1857 Prince went to 
work for his brothc: Syrus, making,boots for the miners and cattlemen in 
California, In 1863 he was in partnership with his brother under the firm 
name of "C, and P.H. Tirrell," a business which was in continuous oper- 
ation from 1857 to 1893. 


The Prince Tirrell family, unlike most of the others, didn't 
migrate far. Sarah benjamine and Prince Henry, Jr.,remained in South 
Weymouth. Mary Alice married and settled down in brockton, Mass., and 
Charles Edwards Tirrell has lived in Cambridge, Mass.,much of his life. 


Sarah Penjamine Tirrell and Mrs. Prince Tirrell have been most 
helpful in furnishing information about the various Nichols families; and 
it was "Aunt Sarah" who many years ago aroused the interest of the writer 
in the history of the Nichols family - an interest which has led finally 
to the compilation of these accounts and records. 


VIII, Isaac Newton Nichols 


Isaac was born May 1, 1838,in Randolph, Vermont. He was 17 
years of age when he went with his parents, his younger trether Henry, 
aged 14, and his sister Smna, aged twelve, to the new home in River Falls, 
Wisconsin. , 


At the outbreak cf the Civil War he was one of the first to 
volunteer from River Falls. He saw action in the campaign against Bragg 
in Kentucky during the summer of 1862 but was killed in the battle of 
Perryville, Kentucky, October 8, 1662, He was lst Sergeant Co. F, 1st 
Wisconsin Infantry. The place of burial is unknown. The writer has a 
daguerreotype of him taken in uniform in front of his tent, standing at 
attention with rifle in hand. He appears to have had the Nichols blue 
eyes and his father's height - a very handsome youth, 


IX, William Henr Harrison Nichols (Henry W. Nichols 


Henry Nichols, as he was generally know, evidently became dis- 
satisfied with his long name rather early in his career. He dropped the 
"Harrison" and later on put the "Henry" first. He was born in 
Randolph, Vermont, on February 27, 1841. At the age of 14, he went 
with his parents, his older brother Isaac and his younger sister Emma, 
from South Weymouth to River Falls, Wisconsin, where the family settled 
down on a farm a few miles outside the town. 


At the outbreak of the Civil War a few years later, Henry 
volunteered at once. He was made Sefgeant in Co. G, 4th Wisconsin 
Cavalry, commanded by Capt. Warren Knowles, who was to marry his sister 
Fama at the close of the war. When his three-year period of enlistment 
had ended, he reenlisted and served throughout the war. "He was the 
first to go and the last to come home." 


The Nichols family moved to Piver Falls shortly after Henry 
returned, A few years later at the age of 29 he married Emma Nancy Flint 
and five children were born to them before 1686 when they moved to Belle 
Plaine, Minn. He became a grain buyer and continued in that business 
for nearly twenty years. For a time he was the postmaster of Belle 
Plaine. He was a staunch Fepublican. "A firm upholder of every move- 
ment for the betterment of the community." He is described as one of 
the "larger" members of the Nichols family, "built like his father, with 
the same mild blue eyes and the same mild manner." He died in 1917 after 
a long illness. 


For the most part the Henry Nichols families have lived in or 
around St. Paul, in Duluth, and in Moose Jaw, Saskatchewan, Canada. 
Most of the records of the Henry Nichols families were assembled by 
Henry's daughter Maud Emma Schmitt who died in 1953, Additional facts 
have recently been obtained through her grandson Wesley Green. 


X. Emma White Nichols and Warren P. Knowles 


Emma Nichols was born March 6, 1843, in Randolph, Vermont, the 
youngest child ‘of George and Deborah. She was twelve when her parents 
inoved from South Weymouth to River Falls, taking with them their three 
youngest children, “mma, Isaac and Henry. mma was 18 when the Var 
broke out and her two brothers volunteered for service in the Union Army. 
She was left alone on the farm to care for her parents. ‘With the return 
of Henry at the close of the war, the family moved to town, and toward 
the end of the following year, November 12, 1668, Emma married Warren 
Knowles, a young lawyer in River Falls who had been captain of the com- 
pany in which her brother Henry had served. 


Warren was born in Canterbury, New Hampshire, March 10, 1641, 
and came to River Falls with his parents in 1856 at the age of 15. He 
served throughout the war in the Union Army. He was commissioned 
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lieutenant for gallantry and later promoted to the captaincy of Company G, 
4th Wisconsin Cavalry. From the fall of 1863 until the close of the war 


he was in command of General Canby's special scouts. On his return to 
River Falls he resumed his law practice, but never fully recovered his 
health which had been undermined while he was in the service. 


Regarding "Aunt Emma" Knowles, Clara Vincent Nelson, who lived 
in her home for several years, writes as follows: "Emma took over at 
home when her mother Deborah became feeble. For years the real care 
of her invalid parents fell on her shoulders. She carried on with 
courage. I have most happy memories of her charm. She had the quiet 
manners of a true gentlewoman,. She taught me the fascination of good 
books. Books and magazines were her one extravagance." Hnma died in 
Duluth, January 28, 1918, nearly thirty years after the death of Warren. 


Two children were born to Warren and Emma Knowles: Warren P, 
Jr., who became a lawyer and lived in River Falls, serving as County 
Judge for many years; and Faith, who married David A. Blakeney and lived 
in Duluth.
